While ownership of land brings with it a great many privileges it Baa 
entails ‘the aésumption of fesponsibilities and obligations as all who own 
real property éither in urban ceritres or rural districts have become well 
aware in recent trying depression years, even if they did not know it or 
were only dimly appreciative of the fact before. 
Two main factors were responsible for this quickening perception of the 
obligation of ownership of land. One of these is the contraction of private 
incomes due to agricultural and economic depression and the other is in- 
creasing levies charged against the land on accotmt of growing demands 
fot more and more public services of a social character. 
As a result of thése two trends owners of real property find themselves 
between the jaws of a pair of pincers which are gradually closing together 
and threatening extinction of all owner-equity. As 4 result of this process 
the greater part, if not all, land held for speculative purposes, has passed, 
Or is about to pass, into public ownership and a similar fate threatens a 


substantial percentage of land occupied as homes and even much of it 
utilized for productive purposes.

$829,581 from the sale of live fur- 
bearing animaia, Silver fox were by 
far the most important revenue pro- 
ducers, accounting for $4,950,290 of 
the year's total. 

The principal source of fur farm- 
ing revenue is now the sale of pelts, 
but in the early days of fox farming, 
when there were comparatively few 
farms and the supply of ranch-bred 
animals was limited, fabulous prices 
were paid for the live animals that 
were required as breeding stock for 
new farms, both at home and abroad. 
The price of a pair of silver foxes at 
that time went as high as $35,000, 
whereas to-day the price of a pait of 
silver foxes averages about $110. 
Now that the fur farming industry 
is firmly established with large num- 
bers of farms in all the provinces, the 
demand for live animals has dimin- 
ished and the fur farmers -have 
turned their attention to the raising 
of animals primarily for the pelts. 
In 1920 the value of pelts sold from 
fur farms represented only 34. per 
cent, of the total fur farm revenue, 
whereas in 1935 the value of pelt 
sales was about 87 per cent. of the 
whole.

Early Planting Not Advisable 


Vegetables Grow Quickly When 
Seeds Go Into Warm Ground 

Vegetable secds vary considerably 
in regard to the most favorable soil 
conditions for their growth. Most 
vegetables do not thrive if planted 
very early, but make rapid growth 
if the secds go into the ground when 
the soil has become warm. Peas, 
spinach and lettuce, however, do best 
when started in cool weather, Let- 
tuce nceds a well fertilized, damp soil, 
Dry conditions retard its growth and 
make it tough and bitter. Radishes 
must develop quickly if they are to 
be palatable. Some gardeners plant 
radishés along with the seeds of 
beets, carrots and similar vegetables 
which are slow in germinating. The 
radishes are pulled as they mature. 

Peas should be planted at intervals 
of ten days to two, weeks so that 
there will be a constant supply. 
Parsnips and onions nced a long sea- 
son so should go in early.

In a recent lecture, Ajr Commo- 
dore J. G. Hearson partly lifted the 
vell of secrecy surrounding the bal- 
loon barrage scheme, in which a 
tarife nufBEt of captive balioons will 
add to the protection of cities against 
air raiders. 

Each balloon is handled by @ lorry- 
winch with & crew of 10. Toward 
the end of the World War “balloon 
aprons” weré ised in the defense of 
London, They were formed by teth- 
ering four or five ballons in a line 
arid stretching a network of wires 
between them. 

The balloon barrage of to-day is 
not in the form of “aprons”, but con- 
sists merely of the cables by which 
the balloons are held captive. At 
first sight, such a defense may ap- 
pear rather diaphanous; but if sim- 
ple calculations are made, it will be 
found to be far more effective than 
many might imagine. 

Assuming that the span of the 
wings of a bomber is 70 feet, and 
that bomber passes through a line 
of balloons tethered at 100-yard m- 
tervals, there is almost one chance 
in four of the aircraft hitting a cable 
and one chance in two if it makes an 
“in-and-out” pasasge, a formidable 
risk which no attacker could afford to 
continue taking if-the cables are 
lethal; that is, capable of destroying 
any airplane coming in contact with 
them. 

The cables are so thin that they 
cannot be seen from a travelling air- 
Plane, even by day and in fine 
weather. sb

show wear at four years. At from 
four and one half to five years the 
corner teeth are replaced and the 
animal at five years has the full com- 
plement of permanent incisors, all 
fully developed. 

Between five and six there is a 
levelling of the princers, both pairs of 
intermediates are partially levelled 
and,the corner teeth have begun to 
show wear. Between seven and eight 
the princers are definitely worn; from 
eight to nine the intermediates, and 
by ten years the corner ones are like- 
wise shorter. 

After six years “the arch-shaped 
row of teeth loses its contour and be- 
comes almost straight by the twelfth 
year. In the meantime the teeth 
have become triangular in shape with 
spaces between, and show increasing 
wear with advancing age.

Stone Is To Them What Diamonds 
Are To Westerner 

During recent years jade has had 

tremendous popularity. It is greatly 
prized in the East, especially by the 
Chinese. It is found in China, Burma 
and in some parts of Central Asia. 
But it is the Chinese jade we think 
most highly of and it is from China 
that some of the finest specimens 
come. 
Jade to the Chinese is what dia- 
monds were—and still are—to many 
Westerners. It is to them the most 
precious of precious stones. Cen- 
turies ago this stone, carved in the 
form of bats and storks, was worn 
to ensure long life. It varies in color 
from deepest kingfisher blue—now 
rare—to white. And occasionally 
jade of a mauvish tinge is seen. In 
China they gauge the value of jade 
not by its color but by its texture— 
the experts “feel” it. 

Queen Mary is a wonderful judge 
of jade and has added many speci- 
mens of her own selection to her col- 
lection. When the Princess Royal 
was, married she received gifts of 
jade from the Chinese Government— 
both white and green. And the little 
Princess Elizabeth, according to an- 
other authority on precious stones, 
wears a small pendant of jade hang- 
ing from a bracelet which was given 
her by ex-King George of Greece. 

The New Zealand “green stone” is 
also a type of jade, generally much 
darker in color than the jade neck- 
laces we look upon as the typical 
color. It is a mascot for gamblers 
and gives success in any game of 
chance, particularly in racing. As 
it is green it was regarded as bene- 
ficial in eye troubles, From ancient 
days down to the Middle Ages it was 
also supposed to have special powers 
against kidney and digestive ills, One 
book says that a great deal of jade 
is found in Peru and it was worn as 
ornaments by the natives to safe- 
guard them against those particular 
ailments when Central America was 
discovered. 

It is, according to one book, the 
birthstone of people born under the 
Zodiacal sign of Virgo—birthdays be- 
tween August 24 and September 22. 
It is supposed to be unlucky to mest 
others.

Hard To Exterminate 
Larvae Of House Moth Found Often 
On Furnace Pipes 

Moths are household insects gen- 
eral to most of Canada which cause 
serious losses to clothing. They are 
usually hard to get rid of, but in- 
vestigations carried out recently in 
British Columbia proved conclusively 
that one of the most important breed- 
ing places for the moth in the aver- 
age Canadian home has been seri- 
ously overlooked. : 

In the home equipped with a hot 
air furnace in particular and also 
where pipes run horizontically it has 
been found that lint, fluff and dust 
gather, forming almost a felt. Care- 
ful examination discloses the pres- 
ence of moth larvae and other evi- 
dences of the presence of many ger- 
erations of moths. Experiments also 
showed that after being thoroughiy 
cleaned and reassembled fluff would 
accumulate in hot air furnace piping 
in from three to four months to an 
extent which will provide a new 
breeding place for moths, To get 
completely rid of moths in an in- 
fested house it is necessary not only 
thoroughly to sterilize and clean all 
| possible material, but also to be 
equally careful in thoroughly clean- 
ing out furnace’ piping.
